No room for 
the dead as 
cemeteries 
are nearing 
full capacity

PRESSURE is mounting to find more 
land for graves as council chiefs in pock¬ 
ets of the county admit a dire shortage 
of burial space. 

Authorities in Gravesham, Swale and 
Shepway admitted some cemeteries had 
little space left and measures were being 
taken to try and either extend existing 
land or find suitable new sites. 

But due to the strict rules surround¬ 
ing such development, the task is prov¬ 
ing difficult. 

A spokesman for Gravesham Borough 
Council said it was “extremely difficult” 
to build a new cemetery. 

“It takes many years, therefore at 
Northfleet and Gravesend we’ve been 
running out of burial space for a while,” 
he said. “About a year ago there was a 
plan to have a new cemetery but these 


were scuppered by environmental con¬ 
straints. You can’t bury people on top of 
watercourses; it’s not a straightforward 
development.” 

The spokesman said there was nine 
years’ worth of burial space left in the 
two cemeteries. 

“The council has reconfigured path¬ 
ways through the cemeteries to extend 
its capacity,” he said. “Without these 
measures Gravesend cemetery would 
already be full. There is probably around 
two years’ capacity left in Gravesend 
with the current measures. The council 
continues to review the situation. We’re 
looking for a more permanent solution 
-it’s one of our primary aims.” 

Shepway council said that there 
was “very little” grave space left on 
Romney Marsh. 

“We do have Hawkinge cemetery

which has many grave spaces," 
he added. 

But if a deceased person from 
Romney Marsh is buried in Hawkinge it 
could mean a 40-50 mile round trip for 
the bereaved family to visit their loved 
one’s grave. 

In Swale, investigations into finding 
alternative grave sites on the Isle of 
Sheppey are under way as burial space 
continues to dwindle. 

A spokesman for the council said it 
had been known for some time that land 
at Halfway cemetery would eventually 
run out. 

He said due to a lack of space 
at the cemetery new options were 
being considered. 

“Investigations into using other sites 
as burial grounds are ongoing," he said. 

"The preferred option for providing 
extra space would be to extend into the 
farmland adjacent to the existing 
cemetery at Halfway. However, it has 
not been possible to reach agreement 
with the current owner. 

"Investigations into using other sites 
as burial grounds are ongoing. Discus¬ 
sions with the Environment Agency are 
an important factor because of the high 
water table on the Isle of Sheppey, 
which precludes many areas from 
further consideration.

"It should be noted that other 
considerations will still need to be taken 
into account such as availability of land, 


proximity of public transport, vehicular 
access, capital costs for land purchase 
and landscaping, and the views of 
residents when searching for a site." 

He said they had not yet made any 
final decisions. 

He added: "The council understands 
the desire from residents for a suitable 
cemetery to be provided on Sheppey and 
is keen to work with the local commu¬ 
nity to find a suitable solution." 

In Thanet, the council calculated 
when it would run out of space at its two 
cemeteries in Margate and Ramsgate 
and, as a result, proposals have been 
agreed to allow for further extensions in 
the space currently available. 

Other councils, including Maidstone, 
Medway, Tunbridge Wells and Canter¬ 
bury said they had no current problems 
with capacity and it was of no immediate 
concern based on death rates. 

Two years ago, council chiefs in Dover 
were forced to find new land for graves, 
but a spokesman said there was now no 
issue with burial space. 

Town hall chiefs in Ashford said the 
authority was currently reviewing 
cemetery provision to establish what 
was needed from 2018 onwards. 

In Dartford, burial space has been 
included in the council's core strategy to 
ensure new sites are located and agreed 
before the need becomes critical.

A TOWN hall has been criti¬ 
cised for not doing enough to 
kill off a planning application 
to build an eco-cemetery next 
to a posh public school. 

And a psychologist was 
called in to tell a planning 
inquiry the proposal could 
damage youngsters. 

Planning experts at survey¬ 
ors Ibbett Mosely say they are 
delighted the plans have been 
dismissed by a government 
inquiry. The company was re¬ 
cruited to help fight the propos¬ 
al from property owner and 
developer Baron Deschauer. 

The planning inquiry was told 
around 10,000 bodies could 
have been eventually buried 
next to Combe Bank School in 
Sevenoaks, which would have a 
detrimental affect on its historic 
buildings and grounds. 

It put forward claims the site 
would be psychologically dam¬ 
aging to students. 

Ibbett Mosely senior partner 
Dr Robert Wickham said he 
had been involved in more than 
1,000 inquiries, but this was 
the first time he had used the 
services of a psychologist. 

He said: “In terms of estab¬ 
lished practise, the psychologi¬ 
cal impact of a development on 
local people or residents has 
been touched on in one or two 
cases but, as far as we are 
aware, it’s the first time the 
concept of amenity has been 
extended to a mental concept.” 

A public outcry saw more 
than 1,000 people oppose the 
proposals and more than 30 peo¬ 
ple, including councillors, resi¬ 
dents, parents and a pupil, spoke 
in opposition at the inquiry. 

David Prentis, the inspector 
appointed by the secretary of 


state, also supported the case 
made by the school that a buri¬ 
al site should not be allowed 
next to a historic building and 
gardens as well as concluding 
that “there is an unacceptable 
risk the proposals would result 
in material harm to the well¬ 
being of pupils of Combe Bank”. 

However, Dr Wickham said 
said: “The application was 
dealt with at delegated level 
and not at committee which is 


flabbergasting when you con¬ 
sider the historic nature of the 
adjacent site. 

“Even more surprising is the 
fact the council did not advance 
any major planning objections 
to this horrible proposal - only 
an objection regarding its long¬ 
term management. 

“It was a massive failure by 
Sevenoaks District Council.” 

Ibbett Mosely said Baron De- 
schauer’s land rises away from 


the school and a burial site 
would have seen hearses drive 
through the campus and buri¬ 
als would have taken place in 
front of the children. 

Psychologist Dr Lynne Jordan 
gave evidence on the potential 
psychological impact of such a 
proposal on pupils, staff and 
others involved in the day-to- 
day activities of the school. 

The council said: “The coun¬ 
cil originally refused this appli¬ 


cation in February, 2011, and, 
after the applicant lodged an ap¬ 
peal, the Planning Inspectorate 
looked afresh at the proposal. 

“Following consideration of 
the comments, representations 
and evidence, the Planning In¬ 
spectorate also rejected the ap¬ 
plication, albeit on different 
grounds from the council’s orig¬ 
inal refusal, which can be the 
case when dealing with com¬ 
plex planning matters.”

Home is where the book is for comic

GOOD research is usually vital 
to produce a cracking book - 
but comic Julian Clary has 
gone to amazing lengths for his 
spooky new detective novel. 

He snapped up Noel Cow¬ 
ard’s former haunted home 
near Ashford, and then used it 
to set the scene in his third 
book, Briefs Encountered. 

Coward was behind the 1945 
film of a similar name, Brief En¬ 
counter, starring Trevor Howard. 

Clary bought the play¬ 
wright’s manor house six years 
ago and soon decided it would 
be a fitting venue for a Coward- 
esque romp as it dates back to 
the 15th century. He lived 
there between 1926-56. 

Clary’s book is a glamorous 
thriller-romance set in and 
around his own home. 

And there 
are ghosts, 
spirits even. 

Some of them 
are even a lit¬ 
tle blithe. 

Choosing 
the house was 
an obvious de¬ 
cision after 
friend and now 
neighbour Paul 
0’Grady men¬ 

tioned it was up 
for sale. It needed 
work, but Clary said he had en¬ 
joyed the challenge. 

And them came the idea of 
basing the new book there, 
considering the links with 
ghosts and Coward - it even 
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features himself as a “horrible 
mincing” homosexual. 

A lifelong fan of Coward, 
Clary said it was easy to come 
up with the bizarre and convo¬ 
luted tale of gay lovers across 
the generations. 

He told KoS: “It is primarily 
about the house I live in. This 
was Noel Coward’s house and 
there are two storylines. One is 
a fictional account of a true 
story of Noel’s time here with 
his lover Jack Wilson. 

“And there is a modern day 
story about the relationship of 
an actor called Richard Stent, 
also set in the same house. 

“The two stories alternate 
and then through ghostly 
means they come together, if 
all that makes sense.” 

He does have some privacy 
issues with doing the book 
based on his own home, 
and he said: “I don’t re¬ 
ally want people to 
come knocking on the 
door. In one draft I 
had changed the 
name of the house 
but the publisher 
didn’t like that. I 
changed the name 
of the village.” 

He included 
himself in the 
book, and asked 
what his charac¬ 
ter is like, he said: 
“Oh, he’s horrible. 

“He is the mincing, lispy, D- 
rated celebrity that I am.” 

Clary said using another ce¬ 
lebrity would have opened a 
legal can of worms and compli¬ 
cations. “I won’t be libelling 
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myself. It is just a comic de¬ 
vice,” he said. 

As for the inspiration for 
coming up with the book - 
Clary said after he moved in, it 
emerged there were four ghosts 
there. That added to Coward 
and his wild partying reputa¬ 
tion, and he realised the house 
had some tales to tell. 

He said: “I read the letters 
and diaries of Noel Coward, he 
bought the house at the time 
he met Jack Wilson and I real¬ 
ised he had bought it so he 
could conduct his love affair, 
which was illegal at the time. 

“The house is very isolated, 
he was very rich, and his wild 
parties here were legendary. 

“He was born in Teddington 
and I was raised there. I studied 
him during my education and

Gills policing costs row 

FANS may be be banned from Gillingham FC's 
clash against rivals Swindon Town after the 
council slapped a prohibition notice on the 
fixture in a row over policing costs. It is an 
almost identical stand-off to the one that 
erupted 24 hours before the club’s FA Cup clash 
with Premier League Stoke City earlier this year. 
Then Gills chairman Paul Scally backed down, 
but now the row could be set to rumble on with 
the game not due at Priestfield until ApriL 21.

Inquiry as drunk students start 
ferry fires and flash travellers 


UNIVERSITY heads have Launched an investiga¬ 
tion into the "disgraceful" behaviour of drunk 
students who streaked, danced on tables, and 
set fire to furniture on board a P&O ferry. 

The ferry operator was so appalled it banned 
the students from returning on a P&O ship. 

It is understood the students were on their 
way to Lloret de Mar in Spain. 

Staff on the Dover-Calais Spirit of France on 
ApriL 1 were forced to move other passengers to 
a secure part of the €180 million ship, which 
Launched in February, after 200 students - from 
the University of Manchester and Manchester 
Metropolitan University - ran wild. 

The operator said they were "clearly drunk" 
when they boarded the ship. 

A P&O spokeswoman said: "Students from 
four of the coaches were running around 
exposing themselves, kicking bottles off tables, 
setting fire to furniture - it's not acceptable. It 
was all repairable damage, our main concern 
was the other passengers. This is not the kind of 
behaviour you expect on an early crossing." 

The incident has been reported to the police.

"We are also working with the coach operator 
and the universities about this so they realise we 
will not accept this kind of behaviour." 

A Manchester Metropolitan spokesman said 
an internal inquiry had been Launched. 

"We deplore behaviour of this sort," he said. 
"We are keen to get to the bottom of it. We want 
to find out what the students have done and 
who is going to take responsibility." 

The University of Manchester also said an 
internal inquiry was under way. 

"We are in dialogue with P&O and have 
offered to co-operate to identify students who 
may have been involved in any criminal activity 
on this vessel," said a spokesman. 

The students returned on Good Friday from 
Dunkirk with a different ferry operator.

£1 fine as man dies following pub fall 


THE family of a mentally 
disabled man who fell down a 
pub cellar hatch and ultimately 
died, have spoken of their utter 
despair after the company was 
fined just £1. 

David Gibson said his 52- 
year-old nephew had a mental 
age of a youngster, but was 
left alone in a room at the pub 
with an open hatch. 

Mr Gibson, from Medway, 
said: "If that had been a child 
left alone and it died, there 
would have been uproar. 

"But because this is a grown 
man, it seems no-one is 
bothered and the company, 
which no longer exists, is fined 
just a pound. 

"This is a scandal. A man is 
dead and it looks like everyone 
has got away with it." 

Sevenoaks council prosecuted 
the owner of the Shoreham pub. 

Dickins Bartholomew LLP 
was the company that ran the 
Crown, in the High Street, and 
was taken to court following 


the incident on April 29, 2010. 

Customer William Eldridge 
fell almost 8ft through an open 
cellar hatch in the bar floor. 

He broke his leg in the fall. 
While waiting for his operation 
Mr Eldridge developed 
pneumonia and later died. 

The council said it was not 
told of the incident until Mr 
Eldridge was already critically 
ill, which is against the law. 

Dickins Bartholomew LLP 
had a duty to report the incident 
under the Reporting of Injuries, 
Diseases and Dangerous 
Occurrences Regulations 1995. 

The failure of Dickins 
Bartholomew LLP to report 
the accident significantly 
affected the council's ability to 
carry out an investigation into 
the incident, the court heard. 

Dickins Bartholomew LLP 
pleaded guilty of failing to 
report the initial incident under 
the RIDDOR regulations, at 
Sevenoaks magistrates' court. 

At the time of prosecution 


Dickins Bartholomew LLP had 
already vacated the pub and is 
winding up the partnership due 
to significant financial problems. 

The council said that in 
sentencing, the magistrate 
took into account the partner¬ 
ship was being wound up, had 
no bank account and no means 
to pay, case law on sentencing 
in similar cases where the 
defendant has no means to 
pay a fine, as well as an 
undertaking that the partners 
will never work in a pub or in 
management again, as well as 
their guilty plea. 

In light of this the magistrate 
fined the partnership £1 with a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

But Mr Gibson said: "My 
nephew is dead and there is a 
fine of £1. Someone left that 
door open, and someone left 
William in that room. Someone 
should have been taken to court. 

“There has been no justice. 

"Words cannot express how 
angry I am."

Brads, of Arden Street, Gillingham was arrested 
shortly before kick off in the third round LA Cup 
tie at Priestfield. Brads thew a beer can at the 
head of a rival supporter and then started 
swinging punches towards other Stoke fans.

SEVEN men from Kent involved in the death of a 
farmer while carrying out a burglary at his home 
have been sentenced to a total of 45 
years in jail. 

Julian Gardner, 53, was 
crushed between two cars at 
his farm in Robertsbridge, 

Sussex, in October, 2010, 
when the gang tried to steal 
spare parts from his farm 
machinery workshop. 

Brothers Marcus Bristow, 

32, and Terence Bristow, 

42, both of Great Chart near 
Ashford, were found guilty of 
manslaughter, conspiracy to 
commit burglary, and conspira¬ 
cy to pervert the course of justice. 

They were each jailed for 11 years. 

Lee Delay, 23, from Tunbridge Wells, was 
found guilty of manslaughter, conspiracy to 
commit burglary and conspiracy to pervert the 
course of justice. He was jailed for seven years. 

Paul Dunn, 33, from Cranbrook, was also 
found guilty of manslaughter and conspiracy to 
commit burglary. He was jailed for seven years. 

Christopher Leek, 31, of Cranbrook, was found 
guilty of conspiracy to commit burglary and 
conspiracy to pervert the course of justice. 

The jury was discharged after failing to reach 
a verdict on the charge of manslaughter for Leek 
and the case has been ordered to lay on file. He 
was jailed for four-and-a-half years. 

Oliver Payne, 25, from Tunbridge Wells, was 
found not guilty of manslaughter but was con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to commit burglary and 
conspiracy to pervert the course of justice. He 
was jailed for three years. 

Terrence Dunn, 57, from Sandhurst, was

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found guilty of conspiracy to pervert the 
course of justice. He was jailed for 18 
months. 

Mr Gardner was woken by the gang and ran 
down to tackle them with a shotgun he kept at 
the farm. After taking thousands of pounds 
worth of spare parts, the gang then set light to 
two vehicles involved in Mr Gardner’s death, in¬ 
cluding a Land Rover stolen from the farm. 

A Sussex Police spokesman said: “This investi¬ 
gation was not a straightforward one. There 
were no witnesses and the evidence relied on 
DNA evidence at the scene and complex telecom¬ 
munication evidence that had to be gathered by 
the investigating team.” 

After the sentencing, Mr Gardner’s mother 
Molly, and sister Anna Murphy, said in a written 
statement: “Thanks to the justice system, those 
responsible for this appalling crime have now 
been found guilty, which as far as we’re con¬ 
cerned was the only possible outcome. 

“The criminals now convicted appear to have 
shown no remorse for their actions. All present 
that night bear responsibility and must live with 
Julian’s death on their conscience forever. 


“They know they will eventually be released 
from their sentence. However, we as Julian’s 
family will never be released from our sorrow. 

“Our Julian was above all a good and decent 
man who worked hard all his life. Before he had 
the opportunity to sit back and enjoy the results 
of his lifetime’s work, these men who have been 
convicted felt they had the right to steal all that 
Julian had worked for but succeeded only in rob¬ 
bing him of his life. 

“All those who loved Julian are united in the 
grief we feel at the loss of this special son, broth¬ 
er, father and friend.”

Public asked to contribute for £100,000 
memorial to salute heroic WWII fighter

A FUNDRAISING drive has been launched to 
pay for a statue to commemorate a Sikh fighter 
pilot who helped defeat the Luftwaffe. 

The move by Gravesham Borough Council 
will provide a permanent memorial to honour 
Squadron Leader Mahinder Singh Pujji. 

S/L Singh Pujji, from Gravesend, died in 
September, 2010, after suffering a stroke. 

It hopes to raise £100,000 through public 
subscription to build a specially commissioned 
statue on a town centre site owned by the coun¬ 
cil. The upkeep of the memorial will be met by 
Gravesham Borough Council. 

Town hall officials believe a permanent me¬ 
morial to S/L Pujji is an appropriate way to 
reflect his contribution to the battle Britain and 
its Allies fought to preserve freedom and defeat 
tyranny and oppression. It will also serve as a 
reminder that many brave people from other 
countries and cultures served in Britain’s Armed 
Forces in the cause of freedom. 

S/L Pujji was thought to have been the last 
surviving member of the 24 Indian fighter pilots 
who joined the RAF in 1940. 

He was one of thousands who risked their lives 
in the Battle of Britain, and was also awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross for bravery after 
helping save 300 American soldiers from

Japanese troops in the Burmese jungle. 

When interviewed by KoS in March, 2010, 
the decorated veteran told how he narrowly 
avoided death following one dogfight over the 
English Channel when his turban acted as a 
crash helmet. 

“In the fight a German bullet smashed into my 
dashboard and all my instruments were gone,” 


he said. “Oil was pouring out of the engine and 
covered the windscreen. 

“I could see the White Cliffs and thought I 
would make it, and then the landing strip ap¬ 
peared with fire engines around it. 

“But as I put my landing gear down the fire 
took hold of the plane. There was blood pouring 
from my head, but that 6ft of wound cloth which 
made up my turban saved me from worse impact 
injuries.” 

S/L Pujji, who also fought in Africa, the Mid¬ 
dle East, Palestine and Asia, signed up for the 
RAF after responding to an advert in an Indian 
newspaper declaring ‘Pilots needed for Royal 
Air Force’. 

He wore a turban at all times while flying and 
even kept a spare in the cockpit, but this prevent¬ 
ed him from wearing an oxygen mask and he 
suffered lung problems in later life as a result. 

In later years S/L Pujji dedicated his life to 
helping people in need, and in 2008 he received 
a lifetime achievement award from Gravesham 
council. 

He also hit the headlines when he attacked 
BNP leader Nick Griffin for using pictures of the 
iconic Spitfire aircraft on the far-right party’s 
website. 

He said: “The BNP are wrong to use the Spit¬ 
fire as representative of their party. They forget 
people from different backgrounds helped in 
World War Two. I am proof of this.”

THE thorny issue of extradition and the prob¬ 
lems surrounding the treaty between the UK and 
the US has long sparked debate in Parliament. 

A vote was called at the end of last year 
demanding urgent renegotiation of the agree¬ 
ment and just last month - prompted by high- 
profile cases including extradited Kent resident 
Christopher Tappin - David Cameron pressed 
Barack Obama to address the subject. 

Now, in what is seen as a step towards reform, 
MPs on the Home Affairs Committee have de¬ 
manded major amendments be made to the 
2003 US-UK extradition treaty. 

Tory MP for Rochester and Strood Mark Reck¬ 
less, who sits on the committee, said it was wrong 
there was such an unbalanced agreement. He 
said: “Firstly, if the case is more related to the UK 
than the US a person shouldn’t be extradited and 
they should be given the chance to appear in a 
British court. 

“Secondly, it’s easier for the US to 
extradite someone than the UK. 

The US only needs to establish 
probable cause to extradite, but 
the UK has to find reasonable 
suspicion. 

“There are also issues with 
the European Arrest Warrant 
and I’m hoping in 2014 we will 
come out of this agreement.” 

Mr Reckless admitted that 
changes were unlikely to help Mr 
Tappin, from Orpington, who is ac¬ 
cused of conspiring to export batteries 
for Iranian missiles, something he vehe¬ 
mently denies. 

The former Kent Golf Union president was ex¬ 
tradited to a Texan jail in February, shackled 
and kept in isolation. He was refused bail on the 
grounds of being a “flight risk”. 

The 65-year-old’s family has criticised the 
way he has been treated and called for the extra¬ 
dition treaty to be examined. 

His wife Elaine said: “Shouldn’t it be a basic 
requirement that a proper case be made out 
against my husband in a UK court before sub¬ 
jecting him to total disruption to his life? Isn’t 
that the cornerstone of British justice?” 

While the case of Mr Tappin continues, an¬ 
other - this time concerning the controversial 
European Arrest Warrant (EAW) - has hit the

headlines involving Canterbury resident Gra¬ 
ham Mitchell. 

The EAW is a fast-track system for extraditing 
people from one European country to another. 

MPs have criticised the system, arguing it has 
led to injustice in many cases where people have 
been moved around and detained for long peri¬ 
ods before a trial. 

The 49-year-old former Scots Guards¬ 
man was prosecuted for attempted 
murder while on holiday in Portu¬ 
gal in 1994, after a German tour¬ 
ist suffered serious injuries falling 
from a 12ft sea wall. 

Mr Mitchell, who denied the 
accusation, was locked up for 10 
months with no charges brought 
and he claimed to have been 
treated badly, with guards spit¬ 
ting and throwing urine at him. 
During his trial in 1995 the vic¬ 
tim said he had been involved in an 
accident and Mr Mitchell and his friend 
were acquitted. But last month - 17 years 
later - an EAW was issued for his arrest on the 
charge of first degree murder; he was arrested by 
Kent Police and now faces trial in Portugal. 

Fair Trials International, which is supporting 
Mr Mitchell, is fighting for reform of the EAW. 

Fair Trials International also helped Garry 
Mann, from Faversham, who was extradited in 
2010 to serve a two-year prison sentence in Por¬ 
tugal imposed following a trial in 2004. This trial 
was described by a UK court as “so unfair as to be 
incompatible with his right to a fair trial”. 

He was tried and convicted of rioting in the 
Euro 2004 football tournament, but Mr Mann, 
who protested his innocence, claimed he had no 
time to prepare a defence and that standards of 
interpretation were “grossly inadequate”.

Youngsters told not to suffer 
dangerous driving in silence

YOUNG people are being told to lose their fear 
of speaking up if they are in a car being driven 
dangerously. 

Kent County Council has produced two ads 
about road safety to be shown in cinemas. 

The first film is targeted at young drivers who 
drive dangerously. It asks passengers who are in 
a car with a driver who is driving erratically, us¬ 
ing a mobile phone, or under the influence of 
drugs or alcohol, not to be afraid to speak up and 
tell the driver to stop. 

It makes the comparison with social network¬ 
ing sites such as Twitter and Facebook where 
young people readily express themselves. 

KCC road safety team leader Steve Horton said: 
“It is ironic that through social media sites young 
people have found their voice on many issues, but 
when in the confined environment of a car they 
remain silent if a driver is driving badly. 

“We want young people to find their voice in 
the same way they exert their opinions with so¬ 
cial media to speak up and tell drivers it is their 
life they are responsible for when driving them.” 

According to KCC, in the last three years 228 
car occupants aged 16-24 have been killed or 
seriously injured on Kent’s roads. 

The road safety team is also highlighting the 
dangers of not wearing a seatbelt. 

It has commissioned a film When Will it Click,

Seatbelts Save Lives using stop-motion tech¬ 
niques to highlight the dangers of not wearing a 
seatbelt. The message is aimed not just at driv¬ 
ers, but at rear seat passengers as well. 

Since the introduction of compulsory seatbelt 
wearing in 1983, the Government estimates 
more than 6,000 deaths and 670,000 serious 
injuries have been prevented. 

Drivers and passengers aged between 17-34 
have the lowest seatbelt wearing rates combined 
with the highest crash rate. The fine for not 
wearing a seat belt is £60. For passengers aged 
under 14 the driver is responsible. 

The council is also touring the county with a 
number of events featuring a device called a 
‘seatbelt sledge’ which simulates a crash for a 
passenger travelling at just 6mph.

Private hospital ‘could save 
not only lives but NHS cash’

WORK on an £80 million private hospital gets 
underway this month - but a quarter of the beds 
will be set aside for NHS patients, with the new 
owners claiming it will save expensive and time- 
consuming trips to London totalling thousands 
of miles a year. 

The Kent Institute of Medicine and Surgery, 
known as KIMS, is being built near the M20 at 
Maidstone close to three PCT borders, ensuring a 
massive catchment area when it opens in 2014. 

Work starts on the seven-acre site after 100 
clinicians managed to persuade investors to pro¬ 
vide capital after putting up their own money. 

The chairman of the KIMS medical advisory 
committee is Dr Tony Hammond. 

He said: “The good news is we have managed 
to persuade external investors to put up £80m 
into healthcare in Kent. This investment will 
create around 400 new jobs - from specialists to 
cleaners, cooks, and maintenance. 

“While this is principally a private hospital de¬ 
velopment, there are many reasons it benefits 
the everyday patient in Kent. We are bringing in 
specialist service which currently don’t exist or 
are not well provided like neurosurgery. In the 
majority of cases, if you need spinal surgery at 
present in Kent, you need to go to London. 

“If a GP is primary care, your local district 
hospital is secondary care. The cases your local

hospital can’t handle and refers on are tertiary. 

“One of our big focuses is to bring the specialists 
that provide tertiary services in to the county.” 

KIMS will also provide Kent’s only cardiotho- 
racic beds and its owners hope the facility will 
attract some of the £2 50m currently being spent 
sending local patients to London hospitals. 

Other areas of care will include gynaecology, 
orthopaedics, oncology and diagnostics, advanced 
MRI and nuclear medicine. 

KIMS is being heralded as one of the UK’s most 
advanced surgical hospitals. In the longer term, 
there is a vision to extend and create a centre of 
excellence medical and science campus. 

Dr Hammond said the KIMS prices will be lower 
than those at a premium rate in London, making 
them attractive to the NHS to save money.

Life and death stories of the Kent 
passengers aboard doomed Titanic

A HUNDRED years ago this week 
the Titanic set off on its maiden 
voyage to America, its passengers 
blissfully unaware of the tragedy 
that lay ahead. 

Among them was Kate Buss, a 
36-year-old woman from Sitting- 
bourne who was travelling to the US 
to wed her fiance, and Richard Hen¬ 
ry Rouse, a 50-year-old coal miner, 
also from Sittingbourne, who 
was emigrating with his family af¬ 
ter losing his job in a coal strike. 

Other passengers from Kent in¬ 
cluded Frank and Emily Goldsmith, 
aged 31 and 33, from Strood, and 
their son Frank, 9, as well as 
2 9-year-old Elizabeth Nye from 
Folkestone. 


Kent resident Harry Bristow, 39, 
who was living in Bromley, was 
working as a first-class saloon stew¬ 
ard onboard the ship. 

But the tales of these passengers 
ended very differently, with some 
surviving the disaster and others 
perishing in the Atlantic. 

Miss Buss, who was born in 
Shakespeare Road, booked her trip 
on the Titanic as a second-class 
passenger for £13. 

According to records, she joined 
the liner in Southampton, spending 
her days socialising with other 
second-class passengers until that 
fateful night on April 14, 1912, 
when disaster struck. 

Archives suggest Miss Buss had 
been lying in her bunk reading 
a newspaper when the collision 
occurred. 


She went to the cabin of fellow 
female passenger Marion Wright 
and the pair went out onto deck 
where they were told the ship had 
hit an iceberg. 

After being instructed to put on 
warm clothes by a man named 
as Douglas Norman, Miss Buss 
was loaded onto a lifeboat with her 
female companion. 

According to records, when they 
reached the Carpathia - the ship 
which became famous for the part it 
played in rescuing passengers from 
the stricken liner - Miss Buss was 
last to leave the lifeboat due to her 
fear of heights and the prospect of 
climbing the rope ladder onto deck. 

On arriving in New York, Miss 
Buss was taken to a hostel for wom¬ 
en and was later helped by an 
American reverend who had been 
contacted by the then-vicar of 
Sittingbourne. 

She eventually reached San Di¬ 
ego after receiving funds from the 
American Red Cross, and met her 
fiance. The couple were married on 
May 11, just a month after the Ti-

tanic set sail on its doomed voyage. 

According to archives, Miss Buss 
died aged 96 in July, 1972. 

The story of the other Sitting¬ 
bourne passenger, however, ended 
in tragedy. 

Mr Rouse, who lived in New Road, 
perished in the disaster. His body - if 
recovered - was never identified. 

Archives state the 50-year-old 
had been travelling to America 
to his daughter’s house before 
bringing his wife Charity and eight- 
year-old daughter Gladys over 
permanently. 

Reports state the whole family 
was to emigrate to Cleveland, Ohio, 
but Mr Rouse chose to sail ahead to 
find work and set up a place to live. 

Before his doomed trip, he took 
his wife and daughter to view the 
Titanic in Southampton and it is re¬ 
ported that Mrs Rouse was so over¬ 
come with fear she told her hus¬ 
band: “This ship is too big, it will 
never reach America” and attempt¬ 
ed to talk him out of travelling on 
the liner. 

But he argued that the ship was 
“unsinkable” and boarded in 
Southampton as a third-class pas¬ 
senger with a ticket costing £8. 

Elizabeth Nye, the daughter of a 
coach builder who was part of the 
Folkestone’s Salvation Army corps, 
was travelling back to America to 
continue work for the Salvation 
Army following a visit to her home¬ 
town. 

According to reports, she spent 
five hours in a lifeboat as people 
drowned around her. 

She was one of the last survivors 
to be rescued. In the 1980s, when 
divers reached the wreck of the Ti¬ 
tanic, a jug with the inscription ‘A 
Present from Folkestone’ was 
found, which historians believe be¬ 
longed to Ms Nye. 

The other Kent passenger Emily 
Goldsmith lost her husband Frank 
in the sinking, and crew member 
Harry Bristow perished.

Thankful dad snaps hospital 
staff who saved his baby son

A GRATEFUL photographer has professionally 
snapped every member of the hospital team who 
saved the life of his new-born son. 

When little Phineas Cockerham was born, he 
quickly developed a dangerous fever which put 
his life in jeopardy. 

He was just three-weeks-old in May, 2010, 
and had been turned away from one hospital by 
a doctor who dismissed his plight as routine. 

But his parents Michael and Laura were con¬ 
vinced something was wrong and got him ad¬ 
mitted to Darent Valley Hospital where it was 
soon clear he needed more specialist treatment. 

Hospital staff found his oxygen and blood sugar 
levels had slumped to a potentially lethal level. 

Even if he survived, brain damage was a pos¬ 
sibility. His immune system was overpowered by 
a then-mystery illness and he was rushed to the 
Evelina Children’s Hospital 12 miles away in 
central London. 

For next the few days, Phineas clung to life as 
medics flooded his body with antibiotics and an¬ 
tivirals to give him a fighting chance of beating 
the fever. 

There was also a lumbar puncture to check his 
spinal fluid for brain inflammation. 

Michael, 42, said: “As well as the lumbar punc¬ 
tures, there were electro-encaphalographs, ultra¬ 
sound brain scans, more infusions, more drugs.” 


Slowly but surely Phineas battled through, 
helped by of an army of medical experts. 

To show his gratitude, Michael took profes¬ 
sional shots of all 63 people at the Evelina who 
had been involved in the fight for a book that will 
raise funds for the ward, and hopes to do another 
with the 40 or so Darent staff later. 

The thankful father lives with wife Laura, 33, 
and other sons Joshua, seven, and Toby, four. 

He said: “I never want to forget the people who 
fought to save my son. To ask if your child is go¬ 
ing to die and be met with a long pause and a 
non-committal answer sent emotions raging. 

“I want to highlight the huge team involved in 
his care to show the number of medics needed to 
save a baby. 

“When you hear cuts are needed in hospitals, 
I can now see it is almost impossibly to do it sen¬ 
sibly because as anyone can see in our case, all 
these people are needed.” 

It took six days to beat parechovirus, which is 
usually not dangerous as it generally attacks 
those older and stronger with an inbuilt ability 
to fight back. 

Michael, from Hextable, added: “One of the 
doctors came to us and said it had been life- 
threatening, but that he was going to pull 
through. We were just overwhelmed and Laura 
dissolved into tears - it was a combination of 
such fatigue, worry and relief.”

Russia’s soul 
portrayed in 
song by male 
voice choir

A CHOIR from St Petersburg in Russia is per¬ 
forming in Kent later this month. 

The Hermitage Ensemble is a small male voice 
choir who will be singing at St Giles Church, 
Shipbourne, near Tonbridge. 

The singers have a wide musical education 
and in their homeland are often hired as soloists 
in operas and concerts. 

The aim of the choir is to maintain the Russian 
traditions of church music and to bring choral mu¬ 
sic of the eastern Church closer to western people. 

Their programme consists of liturgical choral 
music and psalms, but also includes various folk 
songs, said concert organiser John Young. 

He said that in the 19th century Balakirev, the 
music director at the Court Chapel, and Rimsky- 
Korsakov, produced a large collection of harmo¬ 
nized plainsong. Nearly all the leading Russian 
composers wrote music for the rites of the Rus¬ 
sian Orthodox Church and the ensemble will be 
performing several of the works. 

Mr Young said: “The folk and national songs, 
which form the second half of the concert, show

a range of emotion and, with their rhythms and 
melodies, convey with their inimitable spirit all 
that is characteristic of the great Russian soul. 

“They sing unaccompanied and sound like a 
Slav barber shop quartet one minute, and the 
massed ranks of the Red Army the next. 

“They are, as individuals, at home in the opera 
houses and concert halls of St Petersburg, but 
they see it as the goal of their ensemble to main¬ 
tain the Russian traditions of church music and 
folk music.”

Help at hand 
for the great 
switchover 
to digital TV

THOUSANDS of homes in digital blackspots will 
receive Freeview television for the first time next 
month as the traditional analogue signal is 
switched off. 

Digital switchover will take place countywide 
over May and June, giving the majority of house¬ 
holds access to more than 40 Freeview channels 
free through their aerial. 

It is hoped that people living in areas of Than- 
et, Canterbury and Ashford - which have suf¬ 
fered years of poor television reception - will be 
able to get an improved signal. 

Parts of north Kent which pick up signal from 
a London transmitter began the switchover 
process this week. 

South west Kent and the Tunbridge Wells area 
will start the stage one process - the BBC Two 
analogue switch-off - on May 30 and stage two 
- all analogue channels off - on June 13. For the 
remainder of Kent, stages one and two will hap¬ 
pen on June 13 and June 27 respectively. 

Viewers will be able to pick up the traditional 
channels as well as a range of other digital chan¬ 
nels and services for free via an aerial. 

But while nine out of 10 households in Kent 
are prepared - having already transferred their 
TVs - Digital UK, the organisation assisting in 
the switchover, said there are still some viewers 
who will need to convert their TV sets to digital 
to ensure they are capable of receiving services. 

A Digital UK spokesman said: “Switchover 
happens for most viewers in Kent from May and 
will make Freeview available to thousands of 
homes across the county for the first time. 

“Anyone still receiving only four or live analogue 
channels through an aerial will need to convert 
their set before switchover or risk facing a blank 
screen. Virtually any TV can be converted.” 

People already with Freeview, BT Vision or 
Top Up TV will have to retune their TV once the 
switchover starts. 

Help is at hand from Digital UK, which is invit¬ 
ing people to contact them with any queries. 

MP for South Thanet Laura Sandys, who has 
long been campaigning for better television sig¬ 
nal for her constituents, also offered to help 
households. The area suffers particularly badly 
with poor reception due to an area of high at¬ 
mospheric pressure. 

Ms Sandys said: “While there is little we can do 
about the weather, I have been working hard to 
ensure TV reception is improved come switchover. 

“This has included raising Thanet’s particular 
signal problems in Parliament, meeting with the 
minister, Ofcom and Digital UK to discuss solu¬ 
tions to these issues, and asking Digital UK to 
come to Thanet to provide extra support for the 
switchover. 

“I am also putting a safety net in place to en¬ 
sure that if we do encounter any problems come 
switchover, these issues will be resolved. 

“I would urge anyone experiencing problems 
with their TV reception to email me at tv@ 
sandys.org.uk so I can ensure that the correct 
support is put in place.”

HEALTH chiefs are investing

growing problem of dementia. 

It comes as the Government 
highlights the need to improve 
care and research. 

Currently 18,000 people live 
with the condition in the coun¬ 
ty, and this is expected to in¬ 
crease to 31,000 by 2026. 

NHS chiefs in Kent and Med¬ 
way have pledged to expand 
and improve specialist support 
for people with dementia; 
launch a round-the-clock crisis 
service; and invest £3.5m by 
April, 2014, in mental health 
hospital wards. 

As part of the overhaul, a 
consultation is looking at help¬ 
ing people with dementia live 
in their homes for longer and 
improving facilities for those 
who need hospital care.

CARE: The investment aims to 
improve both care and research 

Kanagassoriam said: “We 
know being in a familiar envi¬ 
ronment, cared for by people 
they love, reduces stress and 
anxiety for people with mental 
health conditions; enables 
them to stay in touch more eas¬ 
ily with friends and family; and 
avoids the risk of them losing 
their independence. 

“However, without the right 
level of support, sometimes in a 
crisis, for example when the 
carer becomes ill, people with 
dementia can be admitted to 
hospital unnecessarily. 

“We are planning on invest¬ 
ing £600,000 to expand our 
range of services in the com¬ 


munity to ensure people with 
dementia can remain inde¬ 
pendent for as long as possible. 

“At the same time, we recog¬ 
nise that facilities in mental 
health wards for older people in 
east Kent need improving. 

“We want to ensure every¬ 
one has a single room with en 
suite bathroom, access to com¬ 
munal space and safe, secure, 
outdoor spaces. 

“The treatment environment 
can impact on their recovery.” 

Kent and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partnership Trust 
is planning an investment of 
£3.5m to remodel its hospital 
wards for older people. 

There are four wards for peo¬ 
ple with mental health prob¬ 
lems spread across Canterbury, 
Ashford and Margate. There is 
also a Home Treatment Service 
providing intensive, short-term 
support, in which health chiefs 
are investing £250,000.

THE sole King of England to be 
buried in the sacred halls of 
Canterbury Cathedral is Henry 
IV - immortalised by William 
Shakespeare. 

He is interred in Trinity 
Chapel alongside his consort 
Queen Joanne of Navarre, just 
across from the far better 
known tomb of Edward the 
Black Prince - a man whose 
son he forced off the throne and 
is believed to have been grue- 
somely murdered on his royal 
command. 

Alabaster effigies of the cou¬ 
ple mark their resting place. 

Henry, originally known as 
Henry Bolingbroke, was born 
in 1367, and reigned from 
1399 until 1413. 

He spent some early years 
fruitlessly helping the Teutonic 
Knights attack Vilnius, now the 
capital of Lithuania, before mak¬ 
ing a pilgrimage to Jerusalem. 

He had been a childhood 
friend of the then-king of Eng¬ 
land Richard II, but a chance 
remark was interpreted as trea¬ 
son and Henry was exiled and 
his inheritances seized. 

But when Richard was on a 
military campaign in Ireland, 
Henry returned and rallied his 
supporters. 

Declaring himself King, he 
captured and imprisoned Rich¬ 
ard who then suffered one of 
history’s most infamous legen¬ 
dary deaths - by red hot poker, 
although this story has never 
been verified. 

Henry’s coronation on Octo¬ 
ber 13, 1399, was significant 



CROWNING GLORY: Henry IV 
became King of England in 1399 

as it marked the first time the 
new monarch had addressed 
the assembled throng in Eng¬ 
lish - rather than French - 
since the Norman Conquest. 

With Richard’s body on dis¬ 
play in St Paul’s Cathedral, to 
show any remaining support¬ 
ers their claimant to the throne 
was dead, he now faced the 
problems of governing Medie¬ 
val England. 

Plots, rebellions and assassi¬ 
nation attempts marked 
Henry’s reign with Welshman 
Owain Glyndr having some 
military success, before his the 
king’s son - later to become 
Henry V - bested the upstart on 
the battlefield. 

Other conflicts Henry IV 
faced included those against 
Richard loyalists the earls of 
Kent, Huntingdon and Salis¬ 
bury; the Percy family, who he 
defeated at the Battle of Shrews¬ 
bury; and the Archbishop of 
York and the Earl of Northum¬ 


berland with his Scottish allies. 

Political triumphs included 
entertaining the only Byzan¬ 
tine emperor to visit England, 
Manuel II Palaiologos. who 
saw a joust held in his honour 
at Eltham, and the capture of 
King James I of Scotland by 
English pirates whom he kept 
as a prisoner. 

But a disfiguring skin disease 
- possibly a form of leprosy - 
was taking its toll and severe 
attacks of an undiagnosed ill¬ 
ness, maybe cardiovascular or 
epilepsy, resulted in Henry IV’s 
death. 

Prophesies had stated he 
would die in Jerusalem and 
Shakespeare echoes this. 

The monarch had told his 
court he believed this meant he 
would die on crusade - but he 
actually died in the Jerusalem 
Chamber of the house of the 
Abbot of Westminster. 

Henry IV had stated his wish 
to be buried at Canterbury, but 
the reasons why are unclear 
with the royal story then turn¬ 
ing to fable. 

It is believed a massive storm 
washed over the ship carrying 
his coffin as it sailed past Faver- 
sham, and according to some 
accounts the remains of the 
monarch were thrown overboard 
to lighten the vessel’s load. 

Controversy continued up 
until the 19 th century when 
the tomb was opened to estab¬ 
lish the truth once and for all. 

The story then goes that 
Henry’s body, complete with 
preserved red beard, was 
bought to view, just seconds 
before it crumbled to dust on 
exposure to the air.

Sending out all the right signals 


The digital TV revolution is about to hit Kent. Tony Gray from Digital 
UK offers a switchover guide for any worried viewers still out there... 


IN A night of savage winter 
storms a couple of years ago, I 
stood in a seaside village hall 
extolling the virtues of digital 
television. 

From the back of the room, a 
white-haired old man looking 
every inch an Old Testament 
prophet called out: “I tell you it 
just won’t bloody work! And 
even if it does, no-one will be 
able to understand it. You are 
murdering the best television 
service in the world.” 

Hundreds of village meetings 
later, I’m quietly relieved to 
say the Jeremiahs seem to 
have been proved wrong. The 
homicide squad haven’t come 
knocking on my door yet. 

This Wednesday, analogue 
TV signals will be turned off for 
viewers in north Kent who pick 
up their signal from the Crystal 
Palace transmitter in London. 

Switchover in other parts of 
Kent starts on 30 May and runs 
throughout June. 

By next Wednesday, 89 per 


cent of the UK - more than 23 
million homes - will have 
switched successfully from ana¬ 
logue to digital-only television. 

It’s the biggest change in 
British broadcasting in nearly 
half a century. 

There are three simple, gold¬ 
en rules to make sure your TV 
screen doesn’t go blank at 
digital switchover: 

1. If you’re still watching four 
or five channels on ana¬ 
logue TV, convert it with 
a digital box costing on av¬ 
erage £25. 

2. If you already watch 
Freeview (digital TV through 
an aerial), retune your 
equipment to avoid losing 
channels. 

3. If you have satellite or cable 
TV, you don’t need to do 
anything. 

Virtually every analogue TV 
can be converted to digital and 
most homes will be fine with 
the aerial they have at the 
moment. 


Switchover is happening so 
that high-power Freeview chan¬ 
nels can be broadcast to almost 
every home, including free 
high-definition TV channels. 

Quite rightly, everyone asks 
me how older and disabled peo¬ 
ple will survive. 

A couple of weeks ago, I met 
a 9 2-year-old lady in one of our 
advice centres. 

She sat down for a quick les¬ 
son in how to fit a digital box, 
went straight home to convert 
all the TVs in her house... then 
came back with home-made 
chocolate cupcakes to say 
thank you. 

“I’m delighted I could do it,” 
she said with a smile. “It was a 
great feeling to be able to tell 
my grandson I didn’t need his 
help with new technology.” 

Cupcakes aside, there’s lots 
of help and information availa¬ 
ble for everyone. 

For those aged 75 or older, or 
with certain disabilities, the 
Switchover Help Scheme can

provide everything you need to 
switch one TV to digital and 
the scheme is still open. (Action 
with Communities in Rural 
Kent is looking for volunteers 
to help out with this work in 
small communities. Email 
kathy.bugden@ruralkent.org. 
uk if you’re interested.) 

The digital switchover road¬ 
shows, with their bright pink 
vans, are coming soon to a 
shopping centre near you. 

Every home in Kent will re¬ 
ceive a free 20-page guide in 
the post. Pop-up captions and 
advertisements appear regu¬ 
larly on your TV screens. 

If all that fails and you still 
haven’t done anything by the 
time switchover arrives, your 
TV screen will go blank. 

But I’m determined it won’t 
come to that.

THE latest figures for youth 
unemployment in Ashford 
show yet another depressing 
increase with more than 650 of 
our 18 to 24-year-olds on Job 
Seekers Allowance - 7.6 per 
cent compared to the South 
East average of 5.7 per cent.

Vagaries of inheritance 
tax in black and white 


Q MY wife and I understand we 
can avoid inheritance tax by 
gifting property now, as long as 
we then live for seven years. However, 
would capital gains tax be payable? 

We have made wills leaving enough 
to our daughters and grandchildren 
to use up the tax-exempt amount, 
with everything above that passing 
to whichever of us is the survivor. 

This means that on the second death, 
anything above the exempt slice will 
be taxed at 40pc. Is there any publica¬ 
tion that would help us? 

A AS you clearly know, anything 
passing from one spouse to the 
other escapes inheritance tax. 
There are other exemptions, too, 
including bequests to charity. And, 
of course, the first £32 5,000 of your 
estate is exempt. The advantage of 
making major gifts now is that after 
seven years those gifts will drop out 
of your estate completely and escape 
inheritance tax. Capital gains tax could 
be due if gifts consist of stocks and 
shares or similar assets that would be 
subject to gains tax if you sold them. 
But gains tax is 18pc or 28per cent, 
depending on your overall tax position 
- well below the 40pc inheritance tax 
rate. And, if you gift money rather 
than taxable assets, there is no gains 
tax. The consumer organisation 
Which? publishes a useful book about 
ways of ensuring your family will 
benefit rather than the taxman. Giving

k YOU wrote recently about the 
I safety of company pension 
y schemes. I left a company in 
, with a pension frozen until my 
retirement, when it was found that 
pension funds were missing. Did the 
Pension Protection Fund that you 
mentioned only affect pension schemes 
after it was launched in 2005, and 
how quickly does it step in and start 
payments to pensioners? Is there any 
link between it and something called 
the Financial Assistance Scheme? 

A THE Pension Protection Fund 
was set up by Parliament in 
2004, to help people whose 
company pension scheme had gone 
bust. The key date is April 6, 2005, 
when it opened for business. The 
PPF can help only if the pension 
scheme got into trouble and started to 
be wound up on or after that date. 

The fund aims to step in within 2 8 
days of problems arising and take 
over payments at 90pc-100pc of 
agreed pensions. The similar Financial 
Assistance Scheme is now run by the 
PPF, but can help members of pension 
schemes already in trouble before the 
PPF began. 


k MY parents have offered to 
invest £500 in premium bonds 
£for each of our two children, 
who are aged four and two. My 
husband and I are very grateful, but 
we are concerned about what might 
happen if, say, our daughter’s bonds 
won £lm and our son’s bonds won 
nothing. It would affect them for the 
rest of their lives. Is there any legally 
binding way to put the full £1,000 
into bonds in their joint names? 

A ACCORDING to the rules, 

premium bonds have to be in 
the name of one person. They 
cannot be held jointly. You can get 
round this, though. While your 
children are under 16, any prizes will 
be paid to you, so you could simply split 
the money between them. However, I 
suppose there is always the chance that 
20 years from now, the child whose 
bond won a big prize might ask 
awkward questions, or even threaten 
to sue you for the “missing” half that 
had gone to the other child. So if your 
parents agree, my suggestion is to 
register the bonds in your name. 

You will get a certificate for £1,000 in 
bonds, and you can make a note on it 
to say that it belongs to your children. 
Then you can share any prizes between 
them without risking one child trying 
later to demand the lot.

k PLEASE explain how advertise- 
I ments can suggest putting 
^£10,680 into a tax-free Isa 
scheme when the legal limit is only 
£5,340. Are the advertisements aimed 
at couples? 

A THERE are two types of individu¬ 
al savings account (Isa). You can 
put £10,680 into a stocks and 
shares Isa, or up to £5,340 in a cash 
Isa and the balance into shares, as long 
as you do not exceed £10,680 in all. 

Q I AM 18 and earn less than the 
tax threshold but I still have to 
pay national insurance. Why 
are the starting points not the same? 

A THE tax and national insurance 
systems developed separately. 
The Government would like to 
merge them with the same thresholds, 
but this is not easy. People already 
retired have paid for their state 
pensions and now pay no more 
national insurance, so merging the 
two systems would mean pensioners 
paying extra tax for no extra benefit.

Paying hidden price for 
overseas transactions 

Be careful how you use your debit card abroad, otherwise 
the charges can quickly mount up, says ADAM AIKEN 



TIPS ON USING DEBT CARDS ABROAD 


1) Debit cards are Linked to current accounts, so check your account 
balance (and overdraft facility, if relevant) before you go. 

2) Check the expiry date on your card. You don't want it running out 
while you're abroad. 

3) Find out how much you will be charged for purchases and cash 
withdrawals. For example, it's possible that making a few, Larger 
withdrawals will cost you less than making many smaller ones. 

4) Let your bank or buiLding society know you will be overseas. If you 
do not do this, you run the risk that your card provider sees foreign 
transactions as fraudulent, and blocks the card. 


DYNAMIC CURRENCY CONVERSION 


WHETHER or not you have a debit card that charges you for using it 
abroad, take care not to fall for "dynamic currency conversion". 

This is the idea that a retailer or a restaurateur offers you the chance 
to pay in either Local currency or sterling. Although your initial thought 
might be to be pay in sterling, you'll almost certainly Lose out. 

“While this sounds a good idea in that you know how much you'll be 
charged, the problem is that it gives the retailer the opportunity to use 
an uncompetitive exchange rate, which could see you paying over the 
odds by 3pc or 4pc," said Andrew Hagger at Moneynet. 

In most all situations, complete the transaction in the Local currency 
and Let your bank make the conversion at its own exchange rate. 


DEBIT cards are seen by many people 
as the easy way to pay for goods and 
services. 

They are accepted in most shops, 
you can often use them to get cash¬ 
back when you make a purchase, 
you can use them online, and they 
are free to use. 

Well, up to a point... 

Debit cards might be free to use in 
the UK, but if you try to use one while 
you are abroad, you are likely to be 
stung with high charges, for both 
purchases and cash withdrawals. 

Occasional usage is probably bear¬ 
able for most people, but it won’t take 
long for these charges to mount up if 
you use a card overseas regularly. 

“Debit card charges for overseas 
transactions continue to be a major 
bugbear for consumers,” said 
Andrew Hagger, a spokesman for 
Moneynet.co.uk. 

“While a debit card costs you noth¬ 
ing to use in the UK, in the majority 
of cases you will be charged for cash 
withdrawals and purchases when 
abroad. 

“Many customers choose their 
current accounts based on the credit 
or debit interest rates, yet for people 
who travel abroad, a fee-free debit 
card could save them far more over 
the course of a year.” 

A few providers, such as Metro 
Bank, and Norwich and Peterbor¬ 
ough Building Society, offer fee-free 
debit cards, but the vast majority of 
cards come with high charges. And 
most of these cards impose not one, 
but two charges every time they are 
used - a foreign loading fee plus a 
transaction or withdrawal fee. 

If you were charged a loading fee 
of 2.75pc and a withdrawal fee of 
2pc, you would be stung for £4.75 
for making a withdrawal of £100 in 
foreign currency. And don’t forget 
that banks and building societies also 
impose their own exchange rates on 
you when they convert your trans¬ 
actions into sterling. 

Mr Hagger said: “If you look at a 
scenario in which a family is on holi¬ 
day for two weeks in the sun, and 
they make five cash withdrawals of 
the equivalent of £100 and eight 
debit card purchases worth £50, 
they could easily be faced with a total 
charges bill of £45 or £50.” 

People would never entertain the 
idea of using a cash card in the UK 
that charged us so much for with¬ 
drawing our own money, but we 
seem to be more accepting of it when 
it comes to overseas use. 

Louise Holmes, a spokesman for 


Moneyfacts.co.uk, said planning was 
key for travellers who did not have 
fee-free cards. 

“Many of us are used to free bank¬ 
ing, so it can be easy to assume we 
won’t be charged for using our debit 
cards overseas,” she said. 

“This can be a costly mistake, 
however, with charges applied both 
for taking money out of a cash ma¬ 
chine and for making purchases in 
stores abroad. Minimum charges will 
apply when withdrawing cash 
abroad, so it may be worth planning 
a few days ahead based on your plans 
for the holiday. 

“In the midst of having fun, it can 
be difficult to keep a close eye on 


spending and overseas charges can 
soon mount up.” 

Mr Hagger added: “It is better that 
you are aware of these charges be¬ 
fore you jet off, rather than get a 
nasty shock when you get home, 
so contact your bank to find out 
what charges are applicable for both 
purchases and cash transactions 
when outside the UK. 

“At least if you understand the 
overseas charges, you can adjust 
your spending pattern accordingly. 

“For example, you don’t want to 
be making cash withdrawals or pur¬ 
chases of £10 or £20 if you’re going 
to be hit with charges of £ 1.50-plus 
each time.”

Getting the high street moving 

An obvious indicator of the health of the British economy is the high street Online sales account for an 
ever-increasing chunk of the retail trade, but footfall in shops is vital to the business health of a 
community, with cash coming in at the sharp end of trade. Last month the Business Week team took a 
walk down Hythe high street to gauge how stores were coping in the face of economic uncertainty, while 
the Labour Party has been canvassing the same businesses and asking what they need to prosper. And in 
addition to all this, the Government has appointed retail guru Mary Portas to give her thoughts about 
possible solutions. Nick Ames investigates further how we can pull our high streets out of trouble.

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F REE parking is the No 1 priority if 
businesses are to prosper in troubled 
Hythe high street, according to a 
survey by the Labour Party. 

In a poll of 76 businesses con¬ 
ducted earlier this year, free parking 
emerged as almost twice as important as any 
other issue. 

About half the businesses polled wanted at 
least two hours’ free parking for shoppers in the 
high street, with just 2 per cent of shopkeepers 
suggesting that free parking should be for less 
than the one-hour period currently available. 

In an article earlier this year, Business Week 
showed how declining footfall and the economic 
situation was putting many shops in the town 
under threat of closure. 

Retailers called for any help they could get in 
attracting new custom - and parking was the 
main area identified as they said customers visit¬ 
ing supermarkets had to park too far away from 
smaller stores and were discouraged from casual 
visits. 

Matt Hillyer, producer of the survey, said he 
was surprised at the result. “We didn’t expect 
parking to rate as more important than business 
rates or advertising, but the response has been 
almost unanimous,” he said. 

“The shop-owners we spoke to thought it was 
the easiest and most effective way to bring 
people to Hythe and gave them an even platform 
on which to compete with the supermarkets. 
Two hours’ free parking was viewed as the ideal 
length of time for customers to spend in town.” 

The survey coincides with Shepway District 
Council’s draft parking strategy, which suggests 
reducing free on-street parking to 30 minutes in

high streets, in a bid to persuade drivers to park 
in under-used car parks. 

“The council should listen to the businesses in 
the high streets and increase the time limits to 
allow people to shop for longer,” said Peter Wal¬ 
lace, secretary of the local Labour group. 

“We’ve heard from the shops, particularly the 
restaurants, cafes and hairdressers, that they 
want at least two hours’ free parking for their 
customers, because one hour isn’t enough. 

“If the council make those changes, we predict 
Shepway could attract thousands more custom¬ 
ers to our towns per year, as well as bringing 
countless other benefits.” 

Across the town centre, shop-owners have re¬ 
ported that takings at the till are down dramati¬ 
cally, footfall is declining and rents are increas¬ 
ing - all factors that they say could see some 
stores closing their doors by the end of the year. 


Typical problems are those experienced by 
Alan Fairbairn and his wife Susan, who run 
Trouvailles antiques store. They say that takings 
are down two-thirds from their peak and rent 
has increased by half. 

“We took over a 16-year lease on the shop,” 
said Mr Fairbairn. “There is provision for an 
increase in rent in the contract, but nothing for a 
cut when takings are down - as they are.” 

Mrs Fairbairn explained how the business had 
suffered over recent years. 

“There was a time when the value of antiques 
was really high,” she said. “But the market has 
decreased in the last few years. We have a lot of 
stock which we bought during the boom time 
but are having to sell at a loss. 

“People wanted the feel-good factor of buying 
as little as 18 months ago, but now they just 
aren’t.” 


Could £10 market stalls point more prosperous way ahead? 


A BUSINESS survey has revealed that 
in 2011 the larger high-street chains 
closed an average of 14 stores a day 
across Britain. 

So in this difficult retail market, 
chartered-accountancy group ICAEW 
is encouraging entrepreneurs to take 
advantage of a Government-backed 
scheme offering market stalls for £10 
over a fortnight this summer. 

For those starting a new business or 
wishing to extend an existing venture, 
it says the Love Your Local Market 
campaign offers a low-cost, low-risk 
way to test a new product. 

The market-stall initiative will run 
from Saturday, June 23, to Sunday, 
July 8, and is the first official response 
to the Portas Review - an independent 
review of the English high street 
undertaken by Mary Portas, a leading 


marketing consultant appointed by 
Prime Minister David Cameron. 

Ashford, hit badly by store closures, 
is applying to be one of 12 'Portas 
Pilots' - towns that will share 
a £1 million Government 
handout in a bid to turn 
around their high streets. 

Ms Portas has called 
for a National Market 
Day to promote markets 
and allow budding 
shopkeepers to try their 
hand at operating a low- 
cost retail business. 

The review also urged 
that unnecessary

regulations be removed to make it 
easier for people to become market- 
traders. 

Fay Webster, ICAEW's South East 
regional director, said: "Market trading 
allows entrepreneurs to be flexible 
and take their trade to customers 
without being tied into expensive 
long-term property leases. 

"It is a great way to test their 
offering in a low-cost, risk-free 
environment. 

"The old model of starting in 
retail with an immediate 

commitment to a shop in 
a town centre has 
been challenged by 
online and out-of- 
town shopping. 
New retailers 
have to be 


convinced that there is a sufficient 
demand for their product before 
committing to a lease." 

The Love Your Local Market scheme 
provides a great platform to get a new 
business idea off the ground without 
incorporating unnecessary costs. 

Traders will get to interact with the 
public and fellow traders and build a 
good network of customers and 
colleagues and a sense of community. 

"The scheme gives budding retailers 
the opportunity and space to develop 
and flourish in a friendly, relaxed 
environment," said Webster. 

"Market stalls, such as Christmas 
markets, have always succeeded in 
bringing people together to sell, share 
and socialise and are a fantastic testing 
ground for entrepreneurs introducing a 
new product."

Telecare has its finger 
on the pulse of heart 
patients way out west

HEALTHCARE specialist Red Alert Telecare, 
based in Ashford, has landed a contract to sup¬ 
port heart-disease patients across Dorset. 

The company will be installing and maintain¬ 
ing monitoring devices that will allow hundreds 
of people to remain living safely and independ¬ 
ently at home. 

By carrying out their own daily checks on a 
number of vital health indicators and forward¬ 
ing the data to their GP or health specialist, the 
500 coronary-care patients will be able to live 
normal lives, safe in the knowledge that any 
issues will be flagged up by the technology and 
will alert medical help. 

Two years ago, Red Alert Telecare played a 
leading role in a Department of Health trial - 
called a whole-systems demonstrator - that 
proved the merits of the life-changing techno¬ 
logy, known as ‘telehealth’. 

Now the company is working with leading 
provider Telehealth Solutions to install its 
technology in homes across the West Country 
county on behalf of NHS Dorset, Bournemouth 
and Poole. 

The equipment, which is freely available to 


those with long-term chronic obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease, allows people to monitor their 
blood pressure, blood oxygen level, weight and 
heart rate and record the results using a simple, 
menu-driven touch-screen tablet computer. 

It also asks a number of routine questions 
about how the patient is feeling. 

“This is remarkable technology and it can 
make a huge difference to patients who would 
otherwise have to visit outpatients for regular 
checks or contact their GP if they thought some¬ 
thing might be wrong,” said Red Alert Telecare 
managing director Clive Gawler. 

“It has been clearly demonstrated that this 
type of equipment reduces emergency admis¬ 
sions to hospital and, more importantly, has 
saved lives by drawing attention to potentially 
fatal conditions.” 

“We are delighted to be working with Red 
Alert on this important project,” said Tim Shaw, 
operations director at Telehealth Solutions. 

“Installing and maintaining this technology 
is not just specialised but plays a vital part in 
ensuring that the systems work correctly.” 

When the data has been collected, the patient 
sends it to a central computer using a roaming 
mobile-phone connection and it is compared 
against that person’s normal parameters. 



Gawler said: “If anything is flagged up as be¬ 
ing unusual, the system alerts the right medical 
person, who can then take action.” 

“It allows the patient to become more involved 
in managing their own condition and prevents 
them undertaking what might be a long or 
difficult journey for a check-up that just proves 
nothing has changed.” 

“As well as giving people back their independ¬ 
ence, telehealth has the potential to save the 
health service millions of pounds in unnecessary 
appointments and emergency admissions, as 
well as freeing up professionals’ time and hospi¬ 
tal beds.” 


Aussie flat-packing is 
good business sense 

HYTHE company Gopak is investing for the 
future and flying the flag for Britain as its faces 
competition in the market from Chinese imports. 

The business, which 
produces lightweight 
folding tables for 
customers including 
schools, community 
halls and churches, has 
recently expanded its 
operations after 
acquiring a licence to 
produce a product 
designed in Australia. 

"The last four years 
have been very challenging," said managing 
director Andrew Fieldwick, above. 

"But when the Australian opportunity came 
along, we had to take it. We worked out how to 
flat-pack the design and so went ahead with 
investing in expanded premises. 

"The investment was at a difficult time, but 
we took a long-term view so that when the 
market does pick up we will be in a position to 
capitalise. 

"These are the sort of decisions you cannot 
afford to get wrong. It was a brave move, but 
the company has a strong financial base, so we 
were able to do it without borrowing." 

Competition in the marketplace has also been 
a factor in Gopak's decision. 

Diane Ponting, sales and marketing director, 
said: "Buying from importers may give you just 
a standard design, but we have thousands of 
different ones which can accommodate any 
need or requirement."

‘We need women’ 
say building chiefs 

CONSTRUCTION companies in Kent and the 
South East should take steps to attract more 
females to meet the industry's need to find top 
talent, according to a survey conducted on the 
CITB-ConstructionSkills website. 

The survey showed that most respondents 
(60 per cent) felt it was important for employers 
to bring more females into construction in order 
to 'attract more talented individuals' (47.5 per 
cent) and to ensure the workforce better 
reflected society's demographics (13 per cent). 

For those who thought it was not important 
for industry to do more to attract women (nine 
per cent), most suggested that activity in this 
area was ‘just political correctness'. 

Sara Pearce, sector strategy manager for 
CITB-ConstructionSkills South East said: "It's 
really encouraging to see the comments and 
enthusiasm around increasing the number of 
women in the industry - it's hugely important to 
have the widest possible talent pool to draw 
from irrespective of gender, race, sexual 
orientation, ethnicity or faith. 

"We need quality candidates coming into the 
construction industry in the South East, and there 
are already many examples of women doing really 
well, but we still need to challenge some 
prevailing misconceptions that are damaging to 
our efforts to attract the best talent." 


Minister’s rules for 
young apprentices 

APPRENTICESHIPS will last for a minimum of 
12 months guaranteeing improvements in 
training and workplace learning, skills minister 
John Flayes has announced. 

The new standards will come into force for all 
age groups from August, subject to consultation 
with providers and employers. 

For those aged 19 and over apprenticeships 
will last between one to four years unless prior 
learning or attainment has been recorded. 
Apprenticeships for 16-18 year olds will last a 
minimum of 12 months without exception. 

Mr Flayes said: "The momentum we have 
created by building the apprenticeship brand has 
brought about unprecedented success for the 
apprenticeship programme. 

"The majority of apprenticeships are the gold 
standard in vocational training. They boost 
individuals' life chances and build the skills that 
drive growth. They also provide a great return on 
public money. This has been independently 
recognised with the National Audit Office finding 
that apprenticeships generate £18 for the 
economy for every £1 spent. 

"But we must be relentless in our drive to ensure 
all apprenticeships are as good as the best." 


College head defends 
apprenticeship schemes 


MIDKENT College acting prin¬ 
cipal Sue McLeod has come 
out in defence of apprentice¬ 
ships following criticism of the 
training schemes by the BBC’s 
flagship current affairs show 
Panorama. 

The BBC One show last 
week featured examples of bad 
practice in the further educa¬ 
tion sector, and criticised 
some colleges’ use of subcon¬ 
tractors in delivering work- 
based training. 

The programme claimed 
there was little scrutiny over 
how public money was being 
spent on the schemes. 

However, Ms McLeod offered 
a strong defence of apprentice¬ 
ships, and was keen to 
stress that the ac¬ 
tions of a minor- 
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ity should not 
undermine 
the true 
value and 
worth of 
training 
p r o - 
grammes. 

She said: 7 
“Appren¬ 
ticeships are

way of preparing 
young people for em- ~ ~ 
ployment and are vital to the 
Government’s strategy for eco¬ 
nomic recovery. 

“At a time when youth un¬ 
employment is high, we should 
be doing all we can to champi¬ 
on a scheme that for many 
years has linked up local and 
national firms with hard-work¬ 
ing trainees for the benefit of 
everyone involved. 

“MidKent College is ap¬ 
proved by the Skills Funding 
Agency to offer both appren¬ 
ticeships and advanced ap¬ 
prenticeships, and it is in our 
best interests to provide the 
best education possible for 
those who rely on us to help 
them into employment. 




“In respect to subcontractors 
- which the Government 
supports the use of - we only 
use those who meet our high 
expectations.” 

Earlier this year nine Mid- 
Kent College apprentices lost 
their jobs when the Sheerness- 
based metalwork firm Thames- 
teel went bust. 

But thanks to the efforts of 
staff in the college’s business 
development unit and JobShop, 
all have now found alternative 
employment to enable them to 
complete their training. 

The speed in which they 
found new jobs, said Ms 
McLeod, was largely due to the 
quality of training they had al¬ 
ready received. 

She added: “Our 
response to the

situation is 
evidence of 
how we 
have the 
best inter¬ 
ests of our 
f students at 
heart. 

“Their ed¬ 
ucation and 
welfare is top of 
our list of priorities, 
and always will be. 

“Colleges like ours are not-for- 
profit organisations which serve 
our communities for the long 
term. It is not in our interests to 
provide poor quality education.” 

A taskforce was been set up 
by Kent County Council after 
the closure of the Thamesteel 
plant in Sheerness in January 
and the loss of 350 jobs. 

The steel firm went into 
administration last month 
with 350 of the 400 staff being 
told they were being made 
redundant. 

MP for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey Gordon Henderson 
has been trying to stop equip¬ 
ment at the plant from being 
sold abroad.

Designers get 
their stripes 
with Radio 4 
slimming 
clothes test 


FASHION design students at the University for 
the Creative Arts (UCA) Rochester have been 
working with Radio 4 to settle the age-old 
question of whether stripes really can make you 
look thinner. 

Val Watham, a finalist on Radio 4's So You 
Want to Be a Scientist, devised an experiment to 
test whether stripes affect people's perception 
of size. She then turned to UCA for help. 

A team of volunteers from the fashion design 
course made up a range of shirts and dresses 
with the stripes positioned horizontally and 
vertically. Students were then filmed wearing 
each of the dresses and shirts, plus a plain black 
alternative. Visitors to the BBC Science tent at 
Edinburgh Science Festival in ApriL will be asked 
to watch the videos and estimate what size the 
model is in each of the clips. 

To make sure the study is scientifically valid, 
Val has also been working with psychologist Dr 
Peter Thompson from the University of York. 

He is an expert in visual perception and has 
helped to design the test that will be carried out 
at Edinburgh Science Festival. 

Val said: "Working with UCA has been a great

experience - the students have been fantastic. 
Not only have they made up the garments, but 
they also volunteered to act as models. 

“I hope that the data we gather from this 
experiment will shed more Light on the way 
different patterns affect our perception of size." 

Thomas Williams, one of the first year fashion 
design students who volunteered to make the 
garments, said: "I was really excited at having 
the opportunity to work with the BBC." 

Fellow student Luq Ali added: “I own loads of 
stripy clothes and I definitely do think they have 
an impact on perception of size. I can't wait until 
the findings are revealed (in June)."

Paul Merton 


Have I got stand-up for you 

Ever wondered what goes on in Paul Merton's head? Now you can find out 



N OT quite ready to be placed in 
Room 101 just yet, panel-show 
regular and comedic TV star 
Paul Merton is bringing his 
new stand-up show to Kent this 
month. 

Out Of My Head is Merton’s first newly- 
written show since 1998, but getting back on 
the horse can’t have been too daunting for the 
Have I Got News For You funnyman as he has 
already bagged a whopping 50 dates for this 
tour. 

The new show will give fans an unprecedented 
insight into the wondrous workings of Merton’s 
mind. The stand-up will be interspersed with 
sketches, music, magic, variety and perhaps 
even some dancing girls. 

Merton has been at the top of his game for 
more than two decades, serving a massive 22 
years behind the Have I Got News For You desk 
with Ian Hislop. However, for the coming tour 
Merton will be joining up with pals Lee 
Simpson, Richard Vranch and Suki Webster, 
who all take part in the show. 

He said: “We’re having such a great time. 

It’s about taking the plunge and devising a 
show that is fully scripted. It has stand-up, 
sketches, interaction with the audience and a 
few things that will startle people. Working on a 
tour that starts off as a mere jotting on the back 
of a fag packet and develops into a spectacular 
show is a sheer joy.” 

Having been a key member of the 
country’s most famous improvisational troupe, 
The Comedy Store Players, since its formation 
in 1985, Merton is an expert in doing things off 
the cuff. 

He said: “I get such a buzz from performing 
live. It’s the best rush in the world - better than 
anything else you can think of. If you’re trying 
to convince a TV producer that something is 
funny, it can take ages. But if you have a good 
idea with The Comedy Store Players, you just 
say it there and then. 

“You don’t have to take it to a commissioning 
editor, or get a budget and have the comedy 
kicked out of it by a committee. And you 
immediately know whether it’s funny because 
you’ll hear the sound of laughter - or not.” 

Merton has also enjoyed a successful career 
as a travel-documentary presenter, producing 
memorable pieces such as Paul Merton In 
China, Paul Merton In India, Paul Merton In 
Europe and Paul Merton’s Adventures. But, as 
he explained, there is still nothing to compare to 
the stand-up game. 

He said: “It’s so inspiring. You just ride the 


wave of laughter and then you might come up 
with something. Ralph Richardson used to talk 
about pushing a huge ball up a hill to the point 
where it gains momentum and starts rolling 
down the other side. That’s what live comedy is 
like. The only snag is, you have to do it while 
trying to look completely relaxed.” 

The comedian stays ‘in the zone’ by 


performing every week with his impro troupe, 
meaning he is ready for anything at all times. 

He said: “That [the troupe] feeds into 
everything else I do. When Have I Got News For 
You comes around, I don’t think ‘Oh no, I’m a 
bit rusty’. Doing The Comedy Store Players 
every Sunday means you’re match-fit all the 
time. It’s a performance muscle. If it’s not 


getting flexed, it gets flabby. That’s why people 
who haven’t been onstage for a while struggle 
when they go back to the theatre - because it’s 
a completely different discipline.” 

In the Out Of My Head show, Merton will 
no longer have to be put on the spot, something 
that allows him to relax a little... but not 
too much. 

“With this show we get to repeat moments 
we really enjoy. In impro, you can’t go back 
and do it again, but here you get the chance to 
create a show over a sustained period of 
rehearsal - and that’s wonderful.” 

It has been almost 15 years since Merton took 
to the stage on his own for a stand-up show 
and, as he explained, the experience wasn’t one 
he wanted to repeat too often. 

He said: “Having spent so many years 
working with other people, when I did a stand- 
up tour on my own in 1998 I really didn’t enjoy 
sitting on my own in the dressing room during 
the interval. All the same, I’m sure I’ll be sitting 
there on this tour thinking ‘Why did I bring 
those guys along?’.” 

Out of My Head will cover a variety of themes, 
including the class system and the spell Merton 
spent in hospital after falling ill from anti¬ 
malaria tablets. 

But the overriding theme of the show is 
imagination: “I went to a Catholic school. 

When I was 10,1 wrote an essay which the nun 
who was teaching me really didn’t like because 
it was imaginative. She didn’t like imagination. 

“It was one of those things that you know is 
desperately unfair but can’t do anything about 
because you are only 10. 

“So I began thinking ‘A nun who is wrong 
about something so fundamental might well be 
wrong about other stuff, too’. Imagination has 
built my entire career. This show is a 
celebration of imagination.”

The Red Lion still roars in 
a display of culinary pride 


I T is one of life’s more dispiriting 
experiences... the well-meaning 
recommendation of the idyllic Kentish 
country pub that in fact pitches you up at 
some charmless 1970s box surrounded by 
new housing estates on the edge of town. 
Dispiriting and indeed increasingly frequent 
to the point where you wonder whether such 
places actually exist. The good news, however, 
is that they do. 

Standing head and shoulders above a sea of 
mediocrity with, it should be stressed, a select 
few, is The Red Lion in Stodmarsh. But then it 
always has, at least for as long as I can 
remember. 

Run for so long and so memorably by the 
wonderfully eccentric Robert Whigham, who 
enjoyed his own sliver of televisual fame on a 
show devoted to Red Lions across the country, 
the pub is now in the hands of his daughter 
Charlotte and her partner Justin Legge. 

The chef is Justin’s brother Darren, whose 
work has in recent years graced both The Old 
Coach And Horses in Harbledown and Riverside 
Restaurant Bar And Grill in Canterbury. 

Justin and Darren’s father was Dave Lee, the 
much-loved comedian who died earlier this 
year. All in all, you can’t help but feel that here, 
in its way, lies a place at the heart of east Kent. 



Nevertheless, it is not a place known to the 
greater masses, most of whom rarely - and 
perhaps thankfully - stray far from the beaten 
track... or A road, for that matter. However, 
those who have chanced upon it join the locals 
in what can sometimes appear a celebration of 
simply being somewhere good. 

The feel is wholly rustic and, even if the 
realities of the 21st century beat within us all, 
here’s somewhere whose warm, intimate and 
welcoming environment takes us back to a 
place that perhaps many of us feel has been lost 
in the furore around us. 


This is a pub that serves food... good food. 
Refreshingly, appearances here are not 
deceptive and I felt completely relaxed in 
selecting it for a meal with two friends. 

Two of us started with duck hash cake with 
fried egg and brown sauce, which was a sheer 
delight, while the third of our number enjoyed 
her crab toasties so much she wondered whether 
she could have more all over again for her main. 

Happily, however, there were more than 
enough options for her to expand her culinary 
experience for the evening and she selected 
smoked-haddock risotto with mussels, which 
she declared “absolutely delicious”. 

In what was becoming something of a theme, 
the third man and I again went down the same 
path, both choosing belly of pork (“with 
crackling!”) and crab-apple jelly. Flawless. 

Pick of the desserts was the bread-and-butter 
pudding with custard, while the Doom Bar ale 
matched the excellent food. An overall price of 
£91 for three could not be faulted, either. 

Lovely pub, lovely village, lovely food, lovely 
beer. All really rather... well, lovely.

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Scheme aims to beat the deposit gap 



AN INNOVATIVE move to help the property 
market to move more quickly and so boost the 
overall economic prospects of the UK by aiding 
those looking to move on to the housing ladder 
has been launched. 

NewBuy is the result of a collaboration be¬ 
tween the private sector and central govern¬ 
ment, with both recognising that many people 
are unable to purchase a home or move house 
because of the large deposits required in today’s 
difficult mortgage market. 

The NewBuy scheme is designed to help over¬ 
come the deposit gap for new-home-buyers. 

It is aimed at first-time buyers and those who 
already own a home who only have funds for a 
5-10 per cent deposit on the home they wish to 
buy in England. 

The lenders participating in the scheme will 
provide a 90-9 5 per cent loan-to-value mortgage 
for buyers meeting their qualifying criteria. 

The scheme will be operated by the home- 
building industry and mortgage lenders - the 
banks and building societies - working in part¬ 
nership with the Government. 

The scheme is designed to protect the lenders 
against losses in the unfortunate event of a 
repossession, which is why they are prepared to 
make 90-9 5 per cent mortgages available. 

But those behind the project say that is 
important to note this does not change a bor¬ 
rower’s responsibility to repay the mortgage in 
any way. 

NewBuy is available in Kent on all the proper¬ 
ties offered by home-builders participating in the 


scheme up to and including a sale price of 
£500,000. 

Only new homes built by house-builders 
signed up to the scheme will qualify, but most 
major and many smaller builders are in the proc¬ 
ess of registering. 

Under the scheme, individual home-builders 
will partner up with one or more mortgage lend¬ 
ers, which will offer 90-95 per cent loans on 
their properties.

A spokesman said: “Once you have found a 
new home to meet your needs from a participat¬ 
ing home-builder, you can either speak to an in¬ 


dependent financial adviser, who will assess 
your mortgage requirements and advise you 
on the best mortgage product for you, or speak 
directly to a lender participating in the scheme. 

“If a NewBuy mortgage is suitable, the next 
step will be to apply for a mortgage with the ap¬ 
propriate lender. Once you have your mortgage 
offer and you have reserved your new home, you 
are on the way to becoming a proud new-home- 
owner.” 

The scheme has a few special requirements 
that potential buyers need to be aware of: 

• It is available to UK citizens and those with a 
right to remain indefinitely in the country. 

• It covers full home ownership only, so it is not 
available for shared equity or shared ownership. 

• It is available for the purchase of a person’s 
primary home only, so not for second homes or 
investment or buy-to-let purchases. 

• It only applies to capital repayment mortgages, 
not interest-only mortgages. 

• You must not be receiving help with your de¬ 
posit from a local authority or other public 
body.

AFTER some years in the creative doldrums, 
nobody could say that Citroen isn’t now back to 
its maverick best. 

We’ve had the C5 attack German premium 
marques with its teutonic styling, the DS3 take a 
pop at BMW’s lucrative Mini sales, and there’s 
even a C6 luxury model evoking memories of the 
original DS series from 19 5 5-75 - it isn’t a great 
seller but has focused attention on the brand. 

And now we have the latest new-age DS, 
taking on premium SUVs like the Audi 03 
and BMW XI and X3 - what will the French 
marque have a go at next? 

Even then it’s not easy to define the new DS5, 
since it looks a different car from all angles: it’s 
tall, but it’s long - and yet it’s shorter than you 
think. 

The bit we can nail down is that it costs from 
£22,400, ranging up to £32,200 for the 
flagship DSport spec with Hybrid4 powertrain - 
counterpart to sister brand Peugeot’s 3008 
Hybrid4 that’s also just hit the market. 

The hybrid format (from £2 7,600) brings the 
DS5 into conflict with all-wheel drive SUVs by 
virtue of the electric power to rear wheels - the 
front ones are powered conventionally by the 
car’s 163bhp 2.0-litre diesel engine. 

Citroen obviously fancies winding up the 
Germans again by appealing particularly to 
image-conscious company car user choosers 
who also have an eye on their tax bill. 

They will note that the Hybrid4’s dual 
powertrain can combine to deliver sparkling 
performance and traction, while C02 emissions 
below lOOg/km exempt it from both road tax 
and the London Congestion Charge, while 
business users pay a Benefit-in-Kind tax rate of 
just 10 per cent. 

On the other hand, there are some good 
powertrains to choose from the cheaper models; 
the powerful and smooth 200bhp THP petrol 
unit developed jointly by Peugeot-Citroen and 
BMW, plus two diesel options. 

And while the eye-catching exterior might, 
nevertheless, divide opinion you can be sure 
that few people will dislike the luxurious 
aviation-inspired cabin. 

This adaptable five-door also has five full-size 
seats and up to 465 litres of boot space, with 
hi-tech goodies such as keyless access and start, 
a colour head-up display and a new Lane 
Departure Warning System (LDWS) for when 
the driver gets sleepy on long journeys - a 
potential life-rtsaver. 

Perhaps not surprsingly for such an 
innovative car, the DS5 had already picked up 
several awards ahead of launch, including Top 
Gear magazine’s Family Car of the Year award. 

It also secured the maximum five-star Euro 
NCAP crash test rating and Citroen expects 
the car to appeal most to men over 3 5 who 
are “typically energetic business leaders - 
sophisticated, style conscious and early adopters 
of new technologies. ”

Three-door Veloster opens 
new door for coupe buyers

HYUNDAI left the coupe sector in 2009, after a 
series of models, latterly delivering style plus fun, 
to go with the marque’s familiar value. 

However, with the Korean brand now riding 
high in the UK public eye through acclaimed 
mainstream T models, like the newly-launched 
second generation i30, it was perhaps natural 
that Hyundai would revisit the glamour of the 
coupe sector. 

It has done so by, typically, trying to offer more 
for your money than perceived rivals like the 
racy VW Scirocco or three-door coupe versions 
of standard hatchbacks such as the eye-catching 
Vauxhall Astra GTC. 

With the Veloster (from £17,995), you get 
looks as arresting as the VW and Vauxhall, plus 
an extra side door, and the usual Hyundai value 
for money, high specification and five-year un¬ 
limited mileage warranty. 

That additional door - kerbside for rear pas¬ 
sengers - could be a winner for some buyers 
with young children, who might want a racy 
motor, but don’t want the hassle of tipping front 
seats or leaning right into the back to belt up 
their kids. 

It’s also a unique proposition on the UK mar¬ 
ket; the only rival is the Mini Clubman, which 
also has a single rear side door, but on the wrong 
side - who wants their children exiting on the 
opposite side to the pavement? 

The Veloster’s extra door is nicely integrated 
into the car’s profile and, since you never view 
both sides together, you’ll never spot the differ¬ 
ence anyway - though the curious will note 
that the rear side windows and centre pillars are 
different. 

The overall style of the car is low slung with a 
particularly rakish rear roofline that, as in 
any coupe, compromises rear headroom, while 
legroom is also fairly tight. 

Still, there is a decent size boot and ultimate

load area with seats folded and the Veloster has 
much else to recommend inside too; the brand 
continues its seemingly unstoppable rise in inte¬ 
rior quality and design, although it would be 
nice to see some real brushed alloy highlights 
rather than coloured plastic versions. 

The big standard fit central information/en¬ 
tertainment screen is well thought out and the 
dashboard controls are logical and nicely to 
hand, so the car offers coupe-style without great 
compromises in practicality - many canny buy¬ 
ers will like that a lot, in conjunction with a 
tempting price and that Hyundai warranty. 

You also get lots for your money: our entry 
level 1.6 GDi model comes with alloys, rear 
spoiler, tyre pressure monitoring, eco drive indi¬ 
cator, reversing sensors and more that you 
wouldn’t expect. 

Where the car does have a problem is with its 
name; Veloster implies, well, velocity and this car 


has none of the coupe variety in its present format. 

A 138bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit is the sole 
engine choice - for now, I hope - and it doesn’t 
really help the car live up to its moniker. 

Our test car also happened to be the six-speed 
DCT auto version, which is slightly slower too 
though fuel economy is better than the standard 
six-speed manual car. 

By comparison, the Scirocco and Astra GTC 
line-ups include lively small turbocharged petrol 
units that deliver the performance to go with 
styling, and that’s just what the Veloster lacks 
currently. 

The good news is the Veloster’s chassis has the 
potential to take the extra power; it keeps its 
composure and a flat stance on corners and only 
the lifeless steering detracts from a decent drive. 

That said, many buyers won’t worry about 
any of this when coupe looks can be had with 
such a practical bonus as that third side door.

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M-Class 3G aims to attack ‘poser 4x4s’

IT IS perhaps a sign of our straitened times that 
even the well-heeled target market for the new 
generation Mercedes-Benz M-Class needs to be 
tempted by launch offers. 

So those placing orders before the end of June 
will not only get versions of the newcomer laden 
with extra equipment, but also the option to 
upgrade to M-B’s acclaimed onboard COMAND 
internet connectivity system for £750 - a saving 
of £1,380 and likely to add considerably to re¬ 
sale values. 

For now, just two versions of the new M-Class 
are offered: the ML 250 Bluetec (£43,235) and 
ML 350 Bluetec (£46,335) diesels. Both feature 
seven-speed automatic gearboxes plus emis¬ 
sions/fuel saving start/stop. 

This is the third-generation M-Class in a series 
that began in 1998, and M-B’s designers have 
cleverly highlighted the genealogy by retaining 
the asymetric rear side pillar, while building in 
more of the sharpness and creases highlighting 
its latest models. 

This type of evolution rather than revolution 
is vital at this end of the market, where even 
wealthy buyers don’t want to see residuals pole- 
axed by a markedly different new model. 

What M-B can do though, and is making a 
point of, is to try and distance the new car from 
the ‘gas guzzler’ image that has dogged the once 
soaring 4x4/SUV market. 

So both engines carry a package of the Ger¬ 
man premium marque’s BlueEfliciency features, 


meeting stringent EU6 emissions regulations not 
due until 2014. 

The four-cylinder 204bhp ML 250 Bluetec 
also offers a combined fuel consumption of 44.8 
mpg with C02 emissions from 165 g/km,figures 
for a car of this scale that would have astonished 
just a few years ago. 


The 258bhp V6-engined ML 350 Bluetec is 
not too shabby either with figures of 39.2 mpg 
and 189 g/km respectively. 

The other hidden upgrade M-B wants to 
highlight, is the car’s much-improved on-road 
performance; the M-Class has always been 
one of those big 4x4s that struts its stuff off-road 


but tended to be woolly on a challenging road. 

However, this latest version aims to take on 
‘poser-4x4s’ like the BMW X5 and Range Rover 
Sport, with improved on-road performance 
while retaining proper off-road ability - this will 
put pressure on the X5 particularly, since it is far 
less at home than the Merc on a muddy field.

WHEN a cricketer openly ad¬ 
mits to enjoying tampering and 
fiddling, it usually spells the 
end of their career, especially 
for a bowler.

“It’s like we have gone to a 
new school with all the new 
people joining at the same time 
and we have got a crew going, 
it’s an exciting time. 

“Because it’s something we 
are all facing together, there is 
a bit of unity. 

“It’s a diverse dressing room,

different languages. It’s a fun 
place to be. 

“It’s new and refreshing to 
have Jimmy Adams and the dif¬ 
ferent ways of putting things.” 

It was a solid start from the 
34-year-old, as he formed what 
looks to be an exciting partner¬ 
ship with Davies. 

“I think we batted very well, ” 
he said. “If we play like that 
every game we will be okay. 

“Mark Davies was excellent 
in the first innings, so the rest 
of us can probably hold our 
hands up and say we didn’t 
back him up. ” 

There was also an encourag¬ 
ing performance from young¬ 
ster Matt Coles who scored his 
maiden century. 

“He’s got a lot of talent,” said 
Shreck. “He had a winter on 
the performance programme, 
and he’s got a new confidence. 

“It’s nice to have such a 
young talent there ready to be 
able to jump in.” 

Joining Kent was an oppor¬ 
tunity Shreck couldn’t turn 
down as he looked to get his ca¬ 
reer back on track after a frus¬ 
trating period on the sidelines.

CANTERBURY Rugby Club has 
truly risen from the ashes of last 
season's relegation after running 
away with the National League 
South Three title.

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Lack of FA Cup 
isn’t a problem 

KENT hasn’t had an FA Cup 
finalist since the Royal Engineers 
in 1878, it's never had a top flight 
professional team unless you count 
Woolwich Arsenal before 1913, and in 
nearly a century since it's never had more 
than two clubs in the Football League, 
where Gillingham have been the sole 
representatives for the past 21 years. 

There is one area however, where Kent 
at Least punches its weight. 

Of the 266 clubs who started this 
season in the national non-league system 
(above the Step Five level where county 
Leagues operate), 13 are from Kent. If you 
cheat a bit and include Welling, Bromley 
and Cray that accounts for nearly six per 
cent of the total - not bad for a county 
which has three per cent of England's 
population. 

What's unusual is how seldom any of 
these clubs have come to even challeng¬ 
ing for a place in the Football League - 
and with it Gillingham's almost unbroken 
reign as Kent's top side. 

In the 92 years since Gillingham were 
elected as founder members of Division 
Three South, they've been the highest- 
ranked Kent side in the football pyramid in 
every season bar one. 

1989-90, when Gillingham came 14th 
in Division Four of the Football League 
and Maidstone United finished fifth, 
remains the only time Gillingham have 
been dethroned by another Kent side, 
although very occasionally another team 
has challenged. 

Gillingham dropped back into the 
Southern League for a few years either side 
of World War Two and in 1949-50, to date 
their Last season as a non-league team, they 
finished fifth, with Dartford sixth and 
Gravesend & Northfleet seventh. 

Gillingham's dominance has otherwise 
been remarkably consistent. Since 
Maidstone's fleeting reign - which came at a 
ruinous financial cost - Dover, Ebbsfleet and 
Margate have all been in the Conference, 
without ever seriously threatening to get 
into the Football League. 

Gillingham did once nearly drop out of it 
in 1993-94, when Dover were eighth in the 
Conference, but since then the gap has 
widened. 

Although Sussex now has a second 
Football League side in Crawley, it's 
unlikely they'LL challenge Brighton in the 
short or Long term, while Norwich and 
Ipswich have no serious competition in 
Norfolk and Suffolk respectively. 

Even in places Like Northampton and 
Lincoln someone Like Rushden or Boston 
occasionally comes along for a few seasons. 

It would only take a bad year at Priestfield 
and they might be in the same division as 
Ebbslfeet, but it’s felt Gillingham are 
untouchable for at Least another 10 years. 

Andy Hessenthaler also felt Ebbsfleet's 
financial situation wouLd hold them back 
and rated Dartford as biggest short-term 
threat due to their fan base and 
facilities. He also felt Maidstone 
might return.
